Vhe United States has 
been scoured and the gardens o7 all the great Euro- 
pean Peony growers have been searched for choice 
novelties and Prize Winners, | have collected the 
most select and rare sorts from the best productions 
of such famous continental growers as Verdier, 
Guerin, Delache, Calot and Victor Temoine, of 
Naney, France. My collection also includes the very 
best aud latest of the noteworthy recent introdue- 
tions by Monsieur \. Dessert, whose list of varieties 
forms one of the most important groups amrne the 
Peony families, as well as selections from all of the 
noted growers of Holland, Nelway and Barr of [ng- 
land, and Richardson, [lollis, Terry, Rosenfield and 
Brand of America. 

Many of the new varieties are now so scarce that 
it is impossible to secure, direct from the originators, 
enough plants to meet the growine demand. especial- 
ly for the Dessert and Lemoine’s rare sorts, Therese, 
Le Cyene, Solange, Touraneeile, Primevere, Raoul 
Dessert, Lamartine, Mime. Jules Dessert, La Franee, 
La Lorraine, Rosa Bonheur, Sarah Bernhardt, Ién- 
chanteresse, and many others Some of the Amer 
ican varieties are also very scarce. There were not 
enoueh Martha Bullochs in existence tast year to 
supply the demand, and I was unable to All some of 
my very late orders for it even at $25.00 cach. 


One Hundred Varieties 
\t one of the meetings of the American Peony 
Society if was suggested by some one that the at- 
tempt—mind you, the attempt—he made to discard 
from the list of varieties of Peonies until it should 
embrace as the maximum number one hundred vari- 
eties—this elimination to be secured by a rule of 
judging to be adopted by the society. \nd right 
there is where the judges ran smack into a stone 

wall and the attempt failed as it should. 
One of the very first decisions we arrived at in 


Peony culture was that for ourselves we could no 
more confine our list to one hundred varieties and 
be satished with same than that waves of the ocean 
could be kept back with a broom, and that for the 
very good reason that no one hundred, or for that 
matter no two hundred, varieties would er could 
embrace all the worth and charm of this flower. .In 
the above opinion we are sustained by Vrofessor 
Leon D. Batchelor, when in one of the American 
Peony Society bulletins issued by Cornell University 
he says in the introduction; “It is probably a con- 
servative statement to say that the Peony interests 
of the country would be better off if about seventy- 
five per cent of the varieties were destroyed and fu- 
ture propagation made from the remainine twenty- 
five per cent of superior varieties.” As there are 
about two thousand varieties of Peonies, say one 
thousand of them in commerce, to eliminate sevenuty- 
five per cent of them would leave at least two hun- 
dred and fifty saris as desirable. We are not plead- 
ing for a lone list of Peonies, but we contend that 
the merits of the Peonies that should be perpetuated 
are not feund in any one hundred yarieties. 


Over 100 extra fine new varieties have heen placed 
on the market in the last 10 years and if you will 
take the trouble to look up the prize winners during 
this time you will find the new and rare varieties are 
always the winners. 


Do vou believe that any grower can select 100 vari- 
eties ten or more years ago and still say he has all 
of the world’s best? If you still believe so | say visit 
any large grower in the blooming season or attend 
one show of the American Peony Society Shows. 
A\gain look out for large clumps. In lifting when all 
the dirt is removed from old roots the shock is so 
great that good strong young plants will usually 
overtake them and give better satisfaction, 

It must be remembered, however, that some vari- 
eties will not bloom the first year, and that hlooms 
will not be as perfeet the first or second year as they 
will he after the plants are well established. IJ never 
pass final judgement on any variety until its third 
year after transplanting, 


Time for Planting Peonies 


Any time in fall or early spring. 


September and October are best months for planting. 


How to Plant Your Peonies 


Planting. When the plants arrive, remove the packing and 
immerse them in water for about eight hours. This will not 
hurt the yvootsi and if they happen to be shrivelled, it will help 
greatly, 


Set the plants so that the top of the pink or white buds will 
eome fram two oor three inches helow the surface. Worl the 
soil in around the roots with the fingers. Press down firmly 
with the heel, heing eareful not to injure the buds. Then fill 
the hole with loose soil and mound it up about two inches 
above the surrounding surface. This last step insures the shed- 
ding of water during the lirst winter. After the ground is 
frozen, apply a light mulch of strawy manure, straw, will hay 
or corn stalks 

Cultivation. When garden making time comes in the spring, 
remove the mulch and level the mound. As soon as the buds 


appear above ground, begin cultivation and cultivate until the 
plants are in bloom. The soil should be stirred to the depth 
of two inches close to the plant and three farther away. Tf the 
plants are in rows, cultivate to the depth of six inches between 
the rows, The potato forle and potato hook are good toals to 
use where horse cultivation is impossible. After the hlooming 
Season cultivate enough to keep down weeds. 


Watering. In times of drought give an occasional thorough 
watering, A liberal supply of water during the blooming sea- 
son will help greatly to make fine Howers. A good avay to 
witer is to die a little trench around a plant about six inches 
from the stalks and pour im two ot three pails of water ata 
tine. Where plants are in rows an entire row may be easily 
witered by digging a trench on each side and filling from the 
hose. Sueh a watering will Jast for a week. Sprinkling 1s

Cutting Back the Plant. In cutling Aowers, he sure to wlow 
at least two leaves to remain on each stem to insure toot growth 
for another 


year, After the looms have fallen, cut aff the 
flower buds and trim the plant enough to make it shapely, Tn 
this way if will remain an attractive feature of the garden 
throughout the summer, sy the first of September it is safe 


to ent the stalks to the ground if for any reason it is desirable 


to da so. 


Winter Protection. In such Inecalities 
Southern Towa, snow cannot be ¢ 
Gus covering; and in Northern Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Canada high winds often sweep the ground hare of snow. Here 
the eround is likely to heave, and a light covering such as has 
been recommended for newly plants should be furnished 
each winter. tut in Northern Towa, Southern Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. where the ground is covered througheaut the winter 
with more or less snow, no mualeh necessary after the first 
year.

As a fertilizer, nothing is hetter than well rotted 
stable manure, eow marnmire being preferable.  Tlawever, much 
harm done hy too frequent heavy applications of manure, 
Porhaps a safe rule is to give a good covering of manure about 
three inches deen once in three years, In the spring this 
should be raked from the tops of the plants, and worked into 
the @eround a little distanee away.

About a quart applied to a good strong three-year-old plant 
every other year has given splendid results. Tf show flowers 
are wanted, liquid manure, applied at intervals of two weeks

Hardy Plants 


Hardy Perennials are like old family friends; they never leave us, but grow more and more beautiful and 
beloved as the years roll by. Year after year they come up to greet us with the charming beauty and vor- 
yeous coloring of their flowers and foliage, just as they greeted our mothers in the days of yore. Where 
can one find plants so attractive, so appealing to the eye, which can he put to so many uses? lor the hor- 
der they are most satisfactory, for filling in the front of shrubbery they are unexcelled, and for massing on 
the lawn they are superb. 

With a little care you can have a profusion of interesting and enchanting bloems from early April to 
late November. Prolong the blooming period by keeping the flower stalks cut out close to the ground and 
not permitting them to form seed. Most early-flowerine varieties will bloom again in the fall if cut back 
close after their first blooming period. After the first hard frost in the fall, cut down the tops to within 
three inches of the ground and give the bed a good coat of half-rotted manure which will protect the plants 
and enrich the soil; dig this under in the spring before new erowth starts.
